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INTRODUCTION 

Much  of  the  information  in  this  family  history  was 
familiar  to  me  before  I started  doing  research.  I was 
born,  grew  up,  and  spent  all  of  my  early  life  in  the  area 
where  my  grandparents  lived.  I attended  the  same  country 
school  where  both  my  parents,  aunts,  and  uncle  had  gone 
to  school.  I went  to  the  same  high  school  where  three  of 
my  paternal  aunts  had  completed  their  secondary  education. 

I went  to  the  same  Bible  School  and  Sunday  School  and 
made  many  trips  with  my  parents  to  the  Baptist  Cemetery 
to  decorate  the  graves.  On  occasion  I even  went  with  my 
mother  to  some  meetings  of  the  Baptist  Cemetery  Improvement 
Club  which  my  grandmother  had  founded. 

Because  my  parents  had  known  each  other  since  early 
childhood  they  often  liked  to  reminisce  of  days  gone  by. 

In  addition  my  grandmother  used  to  fascinate  us  with  stories 
of  her  childhood  and  early  married  life. 

Whenever  any  of  the  relatives  from  Iowa  came  to  visit 
my  grandparents  they  stopped  in  to  visit  my  father  as  well. 

I did  the  first  research  in  1977  when  I went  to  England 
to  spend  some  time  at  a school  in  the  northern  part.  My 
aunt,  Irene  Rice,  had  given  me  the  birth  date  of  my  great 
grandfather,  Joseph  Slade.  I spent  many  hours  at  St.  Catherine's 
House  in  London  searching  through  volumes  of  beautifully  hand 
written  records.  In  a notebook  still  in  my  possession  I had 
written  the  date  and  the  place  of  his  birth  and  the  office  of 
registration.  At  the  time  I had  no  intention  of  putting  the 
information  into  a book  so  I did  not  buy  a copy  of  his  birth 
certificate . 

About  five  years  ago  I started  doing  intensive  research 
by  letter.  My  sisters,  brothers,  and  even  my  nieces  and 
nephews  wanted  to  know  what  I had  discovered.  It  was  then 
that  I decided  to  publish  a book. 

I want  my  father,  my  grandparents,  my  aunts  and  uncle, 
and  others  to  be  remembered. 

This  past  year  my  sister,  Dolores,  and  I made  trips 
to  find  important  details  that  were  missing.  We  went  to 
Hampton,  Iowa  several  times  to  look  through  old  records.  We 
crossed  Nebraska  following  the  trail  our  grandparents  traveled 
and  located  the  very  spot  where  they  lived  in  Chase  County. 

We  visited  the  grave  of  George  Clover  in  The  National  Cemetery 
in  Little  Rock,  Arkansas.  We  made  a trip  to  Rockford,  Illinois 
and  also  to  Pennsylvania. 

We  enjoyed  every  minute  of  it!  Here  is  the  fruit  of  my 
labor .

Lonsdale  Scott  was  born  in  Idle,  Bradford,  West  Yorkshire, 
England  on  April  1,  1831.  He  was  the  second  child  born  to 
John  Wesley  Scott  and  Dorothy  Lonsdale  Scott.  He  was  baptised 
in  Idle  Primitive  Methodist  Church  on  April  22,  1832. 

He  left  England  and  came  to  America  when  he  was  25  years 
old.  He  settled  in  Hardin  County,  Iowa.  Lonsdale  was  natu- 
ralized in  1868  in  Eldora,  Iowa. 

Lonsdale  Scott  and  Artemisa  Clover  were  married  on  April 
1,  1858  in  Eldora,  Iowa.  They  had  eight  children.

On  September  18,  1875  Lonsdale  purchased  a farm  in  Ross 
Township,  Franklin  County,  Iowa.  It  has  been  told  by  family 
members  that  he  built  a lovely  brick  house. 

When  Lonsdale  retired  he  and  Artemisa  moved  to  Hampton. 

He  died  from  brain  fever  at  age  68  on  January  25,  1900  at 
his  home  in  Hampton.  He  is  buried  in  the  Hampton  Cemetery. 
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Lonsdale  Scott  purchased  160  acres  of  land  in  Franklin 
County,  Iowa  on  September  18,  1875  for  $1600.00.

LONSDALE  SCOTT’S  PARENTS  AND  FAMILY  IN  ENGLAND 


John  Wesley  Scott  was  born  in  1807  in  the  village  of 
Bradford,  West  Yorkshire,  England.  He  worked  as  a clothier 
in  the  woolen  mills.  A clothier  is  a general  term  which 
could  mean  weaver,  spinner,  wool  comber,  or  one  who  sells 
clothing  in  the  textile  industry. 

Dorothy  Lonsdale  was  born  in  1808  in  Northern  England. 
Information  that  has  been  handed  down  from  our  Scott  ancestors 
states  that  her  family  were  of  nobility  and  owned  woolen  mills. 

After  John  and  Dorothy  were  married  they  lived  at  Windhill 
Crag,  in  the  village  of  Idle  which  is  now  incorporated  into 
the  City  of  Bradford.  They  attended  Idle  Primitive  Methodist 
Church  where  the  two  oldest  children,  Mary  and  Lonsdale,  were 
baptised  on  April  22,  1832.  Baptismal  records  for  the  younger 
children  have  not  survived  in  this  area. 

John  and  Dorothy  had  seven  children:  Mary  born  in  1828; 
Lonsdale  born  in  1831;  Isabella  born  in  1835;  William  born  in 
1837;  Susannah  born  in  1840;  Hannah  born  in  1845;  and  Albert 
born  in  1847 . 

A terrible  tragedy  struck  the  family.  Dorothy  died  during 
childbirth  at  age  42  on  March  30,  1850.  The  baby  must  not 
have  survived  because  there  are  no  records.  John  died  that  same 
year  at  age  43  on  September  25,  1850  from  an  infection  after 
he  got  a sliver  in  his  finger.  His  death  certificate  lists 
inflamation  of  lungs  as  the  cause  so  obviously  infection  spread 
throughout  his  body. 

The  1851  census  shows  that  Isabella,  now  16,  was  caring 
for  the  family  and  working  as  a weaver  in  the  woolen  mills. 
William  age  14  was  also  working  in  the  woolen  mills  as  a 
piecer.  The  younger  children,  Susannah  age  11,  Hannah  age  6, 
and  Albert  age  4 were  going  to  school. 

The  oldest  daughter,  Mary  Ann,  was  working  as  a house 
servant  away  from  home.  Lonsdale  was  working  away  from  home 
and  lending  financial  support  to  the  children  as  well. 

The  1851  census  lists  the  grandparents,  Thomas  and  Mary 
Scott,  as  proprietors  of  land  and  houses.  They  were  undoubtedly 
helping  their  grandchildren  also. 

John  Wesley  Scott  and  Dorothy  Lonsdale  Scott  are  buried 
in  Shipley  Bethel  Chapel  Graveyard  which  is  located  near  Wind- 
hill  Crag,  Idle,  West  Yorkshire,  England.

The  Clovers  were 
Pennsylvania  Dutch.  Artemisa  came  with  her  parents  in  a 
covered  wagon  to  Etna  Township,  Hardin  County,  Iowa. 

Artemisa  Clover  married  Lonsdale  Scott  on  April  1,  1858 

in  Eldora,  Iowa.  They  lived  on  a farm  near  Ackley  until 
1875  when  Lonsdale  purchased  a farm  in  Franklin  County.

When  Lonsdale  and  Artemisa  retired  they  moved  to 
Hampton.  Lonsdale  died  on  January  25,  1900. 

Artemisa  Clover  Scott  died  on  May  26,  1910  from  Brights 
disease  and  Mitral  Regurgitation  (Heart  Disease)  She  was 
72  years  old  at  the  time  of  her  death.  She  is  buried  in  the 
cemetery  in  Hampton,  Iowa.

The  Clover  family  who  were 
conspicuous  among  the  early 
settlers  were  natives  of 
Virginia.  The  parents  were 

Henry  and  Catherine  Clover. 

Early  in  the  present  century 
they  settled  in  Ross  County, 
Ohio.  In  1813  they  located 
in  Prairie  Township  in  the 
northern  part  forming  the 
nucleus  of  what  is  still 
known  as  the  "Clover  Settle- 
ment". The  parents  died  there. 
Of  the  children  whose  names 
were  Peter,  Joshua,  Jacob, 
Solomon,  Henry,  Samuel,  Philip, 
John,  William,  Aaron,  and  the 
two  sisters.  One  married 

Joshua  Cole  and  lives  in  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana.  Solomon  was 
a great  hunter  and  killed  more 
bears,  wolves,  and  deer  than 
any  of  his  competitors. 

Samuel  was  also  proficient  in 
hunting.  The  first  school  was 
taught  by  Peter  Clover  in  his 
log  cabin  on  his  farm.  The 
first  meeting  of  church 
character  was  held  at  the 
house  of  Henry  Clover  by  min- 
isters of  the  Methodist  faith. 
The  date  was  early  perhaps 

1817  or  1818. 

Solomon  Clover  located  on  section  27, 
where  ho  now  resides,  on  the  31st  day  of 

May,  1855,  and  purchased  420  Acres  of 
unimproved  land.  On  this  ho  spent  about 
one  thousand  dollars  for  improvements  the 
first  year,  and  he  lived  quite  comfortable, 
uutil  1802,  when  he  had  the  misfortune  to 
have  his  house  and  all  household  goods 
destroyed  by  fire.  He,  however,  at  once 
rebuilt  and  now  has  a comfortable  home, 
and  now  owns  11G£  acres  of  land,  having 
given  his  sons  *the  balance.  Mr.  Clover 
is  a citizen  who  is  highly  respected,  a 
Republican  in  politics,  and  a member  of 
the  M.  E.  church.  Mr.  Clover  was  born 
in  Franklin  county,  Ohio,  September  25, 

1810,  being  the  oldest  of  eight  children,  of 
Joshua  and  Rachel  Clover.  Juno  8,  1837 
ho  married  Miss  Jane  Widner.  They 
have  had  ten  children,  six  now  living 

One  son — George,  enlisted  in  the  3d  Iowa 
Battery,  and  now  tills  a soldiers  grave  at 
Little  Rock  Arkansas.  The  six  children 
now  living  are — Artemiasa,  now  Mrs.  L. 
Scott;  Alice,  now  Mrs.  Augustus  Iloman; 
Mary  Jane,  now  Mrs.  Thos.  Richardson; 
William  F.,  Solomon  M.  and  Charles  La 
Fayette.

John  Wesley  Scott  was  born  January  2,  1859  near  Ackley, 
Hardin  County,  Iowa.  He  was  the  first  child  born  to  Lonsdale 
Scott  and  Artemisa  Clover  Scott. 

He  married  Cynthia  Johns  on  June  16,  1880  and  they  were 
later  divorced.  They  had  one  son,  Charles  Burdette  Scott 
who  was  born  April  25,  1881.  Charles  Burdette  Scott  married 
Frances  Maud. 

John  Wesley  Scott  was  remarried  to  Amelia  Mann.  They 
had  three  daughters. 

1.  Pearl  Mildred  Scott--Born  April  10,  1901. 

She  married  Jay  William  Brewster. 

2.  Rose  Caroline  Scott--Born  January  2,  1905 

She  married  Andrew  Bergeson.

She  married  Dalton  Melugin. 

John  lived  in  Hampton,  Iowa.  The  story  is  told  that  when 
he  was  selling  insurance  out  in  the  countryside  he  could  see 
the  time  on  the  clock  in  the  Hampton  Courthouse  Tower  because 
he  had  such  excellent  vision. 

John  became  diabetic  during  the  later  years  of  his  life. 
Because  insulin  had  not  been  discovered  at  that  time  there  was 
no  treatment  to  help  him.  He  died  on  January  9,  1922  from 
heart  disease  and  diabetic  complications.  He  is  buried  in  the 
cemetery  in  Hampton,  Iowa.

About  1898  Carrie  Effie  Scott  and  Ira  Jenkins  were 
married  in  Iowa.  The  exact  town  is  not  known. 

They  lived  on  a farm  near  Shenandoah,  Iowa  during  the 
early  years  of  their  marriage.  They  decided  to  move  to  Texas. 
It  was  while  they  were  living  there  that  Ira  became  very  ill 
with  malaria.  At  that  time  there  was  little  treatment  for 
this  disease  so  the  doctors  advised  the  family  to  move  north. 
They  then  moved  to  Alda,  Nebraska  where  they  lived  on  a small 
acreage  that  Ira  had  rented.  Next  Ira  bought  a farm  near 
North  Loup,  Nebraska.  After  Ira's  death  Carrie  sold  the  farm 
and  moved  to  the  town  of  Scotia  until  her  youngest  daughter, 
Betty,  was  grown  and  married.  Carrie  lived  among  her  children 
in  Washington  state  for  the  last  11  years  of  her  life.

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JOSEPH  SLADE 


Joseph  Slade  was  born  on  May  21,  1841  in  Hampshire 
County,  England.  After  the  death  of  his  mother  when  he 
was  very  small  Joseph  went  to  stay  with  his  two  paternal 
aunts  in  Dorset,  Aunt  Penny  and  Aunt  Kitcat. 

At  age  16  he  came  to  America  with  friends.  He  made 
his  way  to  Winnebago,  Illinois  where  he  learned  the  black- 
smith trade.  In  June  of  1862  he  enlisted  in  the  67th 
Illinois  Infantry,  Company  C for  a term  of  3 months.  At 
the  end  of  this  term  he  was  discharged  on  September  27,  1862 
and  returned  to  Winnebago.  For  about  8 months  he  was  very 
ill  and  unable  to  work.  Throughout  his  life  Joseph  suffered 
from  strange  and  unusual  headaches.  Today  these  headaches 
would  probably  be  diagnosed  as  migraines. 

Records  from  the  Bureau  of  Pensions  show  that  he  applied 
for  a pension  several  times  but  was  refused  because  his  illness 
was  not  deemed  service  connected. 

On  October  31,  1863  Joseph  Slade  and  Rosa  Burns  were 
married  in  Winnebago.  They  had  three  children  who  were  born 
there;  Mary  Ethel  Linda  in  1864,  Thomas  in  1865,  and  Minnie 
Louise  in  1867. 

In  1867  he  traveled  with  his  family  in  a covered  wagon 
to  Westfork  Township,  Franklin  County,  Iowa  where  he  had 
purchased  some  land. 

He  increased  the  acreage  on  his  farm  until  eventually 
he  had  300  acres  of  farming  land  and  10  acres  of  timber. 

In  1882  he  and  a partner  opened  a general  merchandising 
store  in  Sheffield.  It  was  called  Hocking  and  Slade. 

Joseph  was  involved  in  other  community  affairs  such  as; 
Russian  Grain  Relief  in  1882,  and  he  also  served  as  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  director  of  the  local  school  board. 

Joseph  and  Rosa  Slade  had  ten  children.

His  daughter  Mrs.  Irvin  Scott 
and  his  son  Fred  Slade  also  helped  in  giving  him  care. 

Joseph  Slade  died  on  March  5,  1923  from  muscular  atrophy. 
He  was  81  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  is  buried 
in  Westfork  Cemetery  near  Sheffield. 
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HISTORY  OF  FRANKLIN  COUNTY. 
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Joseph  Slade  is  regarded  as  one  of  the 
enterprising  farmers  of  West  l'ork.  lie 
was  born  in  Hampshire,  England,  May  21, 
1810.  While  a babe  his  mother  died.  An 
aunt  living  in  Dorsetshire  took  him,  with 
whom  he  lived  until  he  was  sixteen,  when 
he  emigrated  to  America  to  seek  his 
fortune.  lie  went  to  Winnebago,  111., 
where  he  learned  the  blacksmith  trade. 
He  enlisted  in  company  C,  67th  Illinois 
Infantry,  and  after  serving  four  months 
was  taken  sick  and  discharged  on  account 
of  disability.  After  his  return  be  was  pros- 
trated eight  months,  and  has  never  fully 
recovered  from  the  effects  of  his  illness, 
lie  came  to  Franklin  county  in  1807,  loca- 
ting on  section  5,  West  Fork,  where  lie 
first  bought  forty  acres.  lie  had  the  first 
blacksmith  shop  in  the  township,  which 
for  years  was  the  only  one  within  a 
radius  of  six  or  seven  miles,  and  had  all 
the  work  he  could  attend  to.  He  began 
life  with  nothing  but  an  invincible  deter- 
mination to  succeed,  and,  as  a result,  is  the 
possessor  of  of  300  acres  of  farming  land, 
and  ten  acres  of  timber.  He  has  a pro- 
ductive orchard,  with  fine  groves,  which 


were  started  in  18G8,  making  the  place 
pleasant  and  attractive.  lie  is  also  largely 
engaged  in  stock  raising.  In  October, 
1882.  he  formed  a partnership,  under  the 
firm  name  of  Hocking  & Slade,  and  en- 
gaged in  general  merchandising  in  Shef- 
field, which  is  proving  successful.  He  was 
married  Oct.  31,  1863,  to  Rosa  Burns,  of 
Winnebago,  III.,  whose  parents  emigrated 
from  Massachusetts  to  Illinois,  in  1857. 
Mr  and  Mrs.  Slade  are  the  parents  of  ten 
children — Melinda,  wife  of  Irvin  Scott, 
Thomas  J.,  Minnie  L.,  Charles  IT.,  Nellie, 
Nettie,  Freddie,  Lucy,  Georgia  and  Ches- 
ter Leroy.  Politically,  lie  is  ;i  republican. 
He  has  held  the  office  of  secretary  of  the 
township  school  board,  and  is  now  treas- 
urer. He  lias  been  a director  fora  number 
of  years. 
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Joseph  Slade  enjoyed  writing  letters.  This 
interesting  letter  was  written  to  his  grandson 

and  wife,  Mearl  and  Helga  Scott  in  1915.

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JOSEPH  SLADE'S  PARENTS  AND  FAMILY  IN  ENGLAND' 


Thomas  Slade  was  born  in  1805  and  was  baptised  in  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  in  East  Lulworth,  England  on  May  16, 

1806. 

On  October  2,  1830  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Cooper  at 
East  Lulworth. 

They  had  five  children;  Richard,  Eliza,  Alfred,  Emma, 
and  Joseph  Walter,  who  became  our  great  grandfather.  The 
children  were  all  born  in  Hampshire  County  where  the  family 
was  living  at  the  time. 

Thomas  moved  his  family  to  different  areas  in  the  south- 
ern part  of  England,  apparently  to  find  employment.  Census 
records  show  that  at  various  times  he  worked  as  an  agricultural 
laborer,  a gardener,  and  a groom. 

Sarah  Slade  died  while  Joseph  Walter,  our  great  grandfather, 
was  still  quite  small.  The  exact  date  is  not  known  because  no 
death  certificate  has  been  found. 

After  the  death  of  his  mother,  Joseph  Walter  went  to  East 
Lulworth  in  the  County  of  Dorset  where  he  was  cared  for  by 
his  father's  sisters,  Aunt  Kitcat  and  Aunt  Penny. 

Thomas  Slade  next  moved  up  near  Bristol  in  the  County  of 
Gloucester  where  he  remarried.  His  second  wife  was  Elizabeth 
Mayo.  They  had  several  more  children;  two  of  whom  were  William 
Pester  and  Frances. 

The  family  next  appears  on  the  1861  Census  for  Chideock 
which  is  in  Dorset  County  not  far  from  the  city  of  Dorchester. 

Thomas  died  in  1868  at  age  63  in  Chideock.  The  cause  of 
death  is  given  as  angina  pectoris. 

Elizabeth  then  took  the  children  and  went  back  up  near 
Bristol.  She  died  there  at  age  80  on  October  11,  1902.  The 
cause  of  her  death  is  given  as  old  age. 

Thomas  Slade  had  three  sisters  and  two  brothers  who  were 
shown  as  being  baptised  at  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  East 
Lulworth.  The  oldest  sister  was  Mary  Ann  who  died  at  age  21 
in  1819.  The  next  sister  was  Hannah  who  married  George  Kitcat. 
The  youngest  sister  was  Elizabeth  who  married  Charles  Penny. 

They  had  four  children;  William,  Ann,  Jane,  and  Elizabeth. 

Charles  Penny  died  at  age  27  in  1838  so  Elizabeth  was  left  to 
support  the  children.  The  story  handed  down  by  our  Slade 
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ancestors  tells  us  that  she  was  part  of  the  household  staff 
at  Lulworth  Castle.  It  was  while  she  was  employed  there

The  same  1851  Census  shows  that  Joseph  Walter  Slade 
was  staying  with  Aunt  Kitcat  and  her  husband  George  in  their 
home  in  East  Lulworth. 


The  two  brothers  of  Thomas  Slade  were  Francis  and  Charles 
Little  information  is  found  about  Francis.  Charles  Slade  was 
unmarried  as  of  the  1861  Census.  He  worked  as  an  under- 
butler at  Lulworth  Castle  so  it  is  quite  possible  that  our 
great  grandfather  was  able  to  spend  some  time  at  the  castle 
with  him. 

Our  great  great  great  grandparents  ( Thomas'  parents) 
were  Joseph  Slade  who  married  Elizabeth  Yeatman.  They  worked 
as  agricultural  laborers  and  lived  in  East  Lulworth.

Rosa  Ann  Burns  was  born  on  May  10,  1842  in  Ireland. 

The  story  told  by  our  Slade  ancestors  is  that  her  mother 
left  her  in  Ireland  to  come  to  New  York  to  find  work. 

This  was  during  the  Potato  Famine  in  Ireland  when  people 
were  starving  to  death. 

When  Rosa  was  5 years  old  her  mother  sent  for  her  to 
come  to  America.  For  some  unknown  reason  they  missed  each 
other  when  the  ship  came  into  the  harbor. 

An  elderly  Irish  couple  by  the  name  of  Quinlan  happened 
to  be  there  when  Rosa  arrived.  Rather  than  leave  her  aban- 
doned they  took  her  home  with  them  to  Massachusetts.  They 
cared  for  her  and  she  considered  them  her  parents. 

The  names  of  this  Irish  couple  were  Owen  and  Mary 
Quinlan.  In  1857  they  moved  by  covered  wagon  to  Winnebago, 
Illinois . 

No  records  of  Rosa  Burns  are  available  until  the  1860 
Census  for  Byron  Township,  Ogle  County,  Illinois.  There 
she  is  listed  as  working  as  a house  servant  at  age  18  for 
the  John  Ines  family. 

The  next  available  record  is  her  marriage  record  to 
Joseph  Slade  on  October  31,  1863  in  Rockford,  Illinois. 

From  then  on  she  appears  on  all  census  records  and  in 'the 
History  of  Franklin  County. 

When  Mary  Quinlan,  the  woman  who  had  raised  Rosa,  died 
she  left  a large  part  of  her  estate  to  Rosa.  In  Mary  Quinlan's 
will  that  was  made  sometime  before  her  death  she  emphatically 
describes  Rosa  as  her  own  daughter. 

The  will  states:  To  my  daughter  Rosa  Slade,  wife  of 
Joseph  Slade,  a feather  bed,  a dining  table,  one  trunk,  and 
all  my  wearing  apparel,  and  bed  clothes.  In  addition  she  gave 
her  $200.00  which  amounted  to  $220.00  with  interest  by  the 
time  it  was  collected  . This  was  a substantial  amount  in 
those  days.

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THE  QUINLAN  FAMILY  WHO  CARED  FOR  ROSA  BURNS 


Owen  Quinlan  and  his  six  children  came  from  Limerick, 

Ireland.  His  children  were  : Mary  (Haire),  Ann  (Markum), 

Honorah  (Hudson  Scone),  Catherine  (Doyle),  Bridget  (McNamara) 
and  Michael  Quinlan. 

The  1855  State  Census  for  Bedford,  Massachusetts  lists 
Owen  Quinlan,  widowed,  as  head  of  the  household. 

There  is  a marriage  record  dated  February  5,  1857  for 
Owen  Quinlan  and  Mary  McLaughlin  who  was  also  born  in  Ireland. 

The  marriage  took  place  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts  but  their 
place  of  residence  was  given  as  Bedford.  It  was  listed  as  the 
second  marriage  for  both. 

According  to  the  biographical  sketch  of  Joseph  Slade  in 
the  History  of  Franklin  County,  Iowa  the  Quinlan  family 
migrated  to  Illinois  from  Massachusetts  in  1857. 

Owen  and  Mary  Quinlan  and  several  of  his  children  settled 
on  farms  in  Seward  Township  in  Winnebago  County.  Their  farms 
are  shown  on  plat  maps  for  that  township. 

Owen  Quinlan  died  at  age  101  on  December  19,  1880.  He 
had  no  will  so  his  estate  was  divided  among  his  wife  and  his 
six  children  or  their  descendants. 

Mary  Quinlan  died  at  age  82  on  September  8,  1886.  She 
had  previously  made  a will  leaving  a substantial  part  of  her 
estate  to  Rosa  Burns  Slade.

1863  at  Ackley, 
Hardin  County,  Iowa.  He  was  the  fourth  child  and  third  son 
born  to  Lonsdale  Scott  and  Artimissa  Clover  Scott.  In  1875 
when  he  was  12  years  old  he  moved  to  a farm  his  father  had 
purchased  in  Franklin  County. 

There  he  attended  country  school  when  he  was  not  needed 
to  work  on  the  farm. 

He  met  Minnie  Slade  who  lived  with  her  family  on  a nearby 
farm.  They  were  married  in  Hampton,  Iowa  on  September  15,  1885. 

After  their  marriage  they  lived  at  the  home  of  his  parents. 

William  had  a restless  nature  and  an  adventuresome  spirit. 
Like  many  other  young  people  of  that  time  he  was  eager  to  go 
west.  He  read  about  all  the  virgin  land  that  was  available 
through  the  Homestead  Act  of  1862. 

William  went  alone  to  Nebraska  with  three  horses,  one 
colt,  and  a wagon  filled  with  all  their  belongings.  He  chose 
a site  in  Chase  County  where  he  decided  to  try  his  luck  at 
farming. 

Before  Minnie  arrived  William  built  a sod  house.  It 
was  16  feet  by  16  feet  with  2 half  windows  north  and  south. 
There  was  no  floor  and  the  total  cost  was  $30.00. 

Minnie  came  on  the  train  to  Ogallala  bringing  a quilt, 
a little  dresser,  and  her  handwork. 

The  Nebraska  Gazeteer  and  the  U.S.  Land  Office  Tract 
Book  show  that  William  first  filed  on  a homestead  on  March  7, 
1887.  He  bought  160  acres  of  land  in  Section  14,  Township  8N., 
in  Chase  County.  Because  he  made  a cash  payment  of  $200.00 
this  was  not  a "true  homestead".  At  this  rate  each  acre  cost 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents! 

Their  land  lay  next  to  the  famous  Texas  Trail  which  was 
used  to  drive  enormous  herds  of  cattle  from  Texas  to  Ogallala 
where  they  were  put  on  the  Union  Pacific  train  for  shipment 
to  the  eastern  part  of  the  United  States. 

For  the  first  year  and  a half  they  had  no  well.  They 
hauled  their  water  from  Stinking  Water  Creek  that  was  also 
used  by  other  settlers  and  roaming  animals. 

The  closest  post  office  was  the  Community  of  Blanche 
which  was  many  miles  away.  The  closest  settlers  to  them  were 
a long  distance  in  this  desolate  country  of  tumble  weeds 
and  rattlesnakes. 
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Just  to  survive  was  back  breaking  labor.  William  plowed 
up  the  rock  hard  sod  with  his  walking  plow  so  that  he  could 
plant  some  crops.  They  had  a few  cattle,  some  horses,  and  a 
small  flock  of  chickens. 

In  addition  to  farming,  he  herded  cattle  on  the  prairies 
and  during  slack  times  he  worked  on  the  railroad  and  found 
other  jobs . 

Their  first  two  children  were  born  here;  Letha  Vivian 
in  1887  and  Rauza  Mae  in  1889. 

In  1890  following  a winter  of  continual  blizzards  and 
a summer  of  grasshoppers,  heat  and  drought  they  decided  to 
return  to  Iowa.  They  packed  as  many  of  their  possessions  as 
they  could  into  a covered  wagon  and  started  east  along  the 
Platte  River  Trail.  In  Fillmore  County,  near  Lincoln,  their 
first  son  was  born  on  November  12,  1890.  They  named  him 
Mearl  Marshall  Scott.  They  now  had  two  little  girls;  Letha 
age  3 and  Rauza  age  1,  and  a baby  boy  to  care  for  as  they 
bumped  along. 

Shortly  after  they  returned  to  Iowa  William  sold  the  land 
that  he  had  purchased  in  Nebraska  for  a substantial  profit. 

The  selling  date  was  November  15,  1892. 

The  family  stayed  in  Iowa  for  the  next  11^  years  living 
on  different  rented  farms.  By  this  time  five  children  had 
been  born  in  Iowa:  Ruth  in  1893,  Ivanetta  .in  1894,  Dorothy  in 
1896,  Irene  in  1898,  and  Opal  in  1900.  Ivanetta  died  from 
cerebral  meningitis  at  age  2\  years  and  is  buried  in  Westfork 
Cemetery  near  Sheffield. 

As  the  years  passed  William  was  becoming  increasingly 
restless  and  wanted  to  move  to  a different  part  of  the  country 
where  he  could  own  some  land  and  be  independent.  He  set  off 
on  horseback,  riding  throughout  some  of  the  western  states 
looking  for  available  land.  He  rode  through  Colorado,  Wyoming, 
Utah,  and  other  states  and  eventually  decided  on  Minnesota. 

On  June  14,  1902  he  bought  160  acres  of  land  in  section 
35  in  East  Lake  Lillian  Township,  Kandiyohi  County,  Minnesota. 
The  land  was  formerly  owned  by  William  Riedel  who  was  a friend 
of  Joseph  and  Rosa  Slade.  Mrs.  Riedel  had  been  a washer  woman 
for  Rosa  Slade  when  the  Riedels  lived  in  Iowa.  The  land  was 
paid  for  with  Minnie's  inheritance  of  $4000.00  from  her  father 
Joseph  Slade. 

A barn  was  built  first  before  Minnie  and  the  children 
arrived  by  horse  and  wagon.  They  lived  in  one  part  of  the 
barn  while  the  house  was  being  constructed.  They  moved  into 
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the  house  before  it  was  completed.  Sometime  later  a chimney 
fire  set  the  house  ablaze  and  they  were  forced  to  move  into  the 
granary  while  the  house  was  being  rebuilt. 

William  and  Minnie  had  four  children  who  were  born  in 
East  Lake  Lillian:  Cleora  who  was  born  in  1903,  Jessie  who  died 
in  infancy  was  born  in  1905,  and  the  twins  named  Bernie  and 
Joe  who  were  born  in  1908. 

William  was  a true  pioneer  all  of  his  life.  He  worked 
very  hard  barely  taking  time  to  rest  and  eat.  At  times  William 
increased  his  acreage  by  renting  other  farms  in  addition  to 
his  own.  His  only  recreation  was  an  occasional  picnic,  the 
county  fair,  Fourth  of  July  celebrations,  and  once  in  a while 
a fishing  trip  to  a nearby  lake. 

Pioneer  hospitality  was  extended  to  everyone  who  came 
to  the  farm.  All  visitors  were  invited  in  for  coffee  or  a 
meal  to  share  what  the  Scott  family  had  to  offer. 

For  the  family  transportation  William  purchased  a double 
seated  surrey.  It  was  the  only  one  in  the  community  and  was 
a prized  possession.  When  his  daughters  Irene  and  Dorothy 
started  teaching  school  they  bought  their  father  his  first  car. 

William  was  an  independent  and  determined  man.  In  January 
of  1935,  even  though  he  was  sick  with  a bad  cold,  he  went 
outside  to  chase  animals  that  had  gotten  out  of  the  fence. 

This  made  his  condition  worse  and  he  died  from  lobar  pneumonia 
on  February  1st,  1935. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  there  was  not  one  speck  of  gray 
in  his  dark  brown  hair. 

Services  were  held  in  the  East  Lake  Lillian  Baptist 
Church  with  interment  in  the  adjoining  cemetery.

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THE  TEXAS  TRAIL 


After  the  Civil  War,  herds  of  Texas  cattle  were 
driven  north  to  marketing  points  In  eastern 
tveorasKa,  but  settlement  by  homesteaders  forced 
farther  west  each  year.  Beginning  in 
IB75,  Union  Pacific  selected  Ogaliala  as  its  main 
shipping  point.  During  the  following  decade,  thousands 
of  longhorn  cattle  were  trailed  through  Perkins 
County,  in  this  vicinity. 

Beginning  in  Texas  the  trail  turned  northward 
through  the  Indian  Territory  Into  western  Kansas, 
From  Dodge  City  on  the  Arkansas  River,  the  trail 
continued  to  Buffalo  Station.  Kansas,  entering 
Nebraska  in  Hitchcock  County,  The  hardest  day’s 
drive  for  the  trail- weary  men  and  cattle  was  the 
30  miles  from  the  head  of  Stinking  Water  Creek 
in  southeast  Perkins  County  to  Ogallaia  on  the 
South  Platte;  It  was  the  longest  and  driest  drive 
of  the  trip. 

in  1878  over  60.000  Texas  cattle  were  driven 
over  the  trail,  and  between  1879'  and  IBM  over 
100.000  cattle  made  the  trip  each  year,  with  the 
last  great  drive  occurring  In  1884.  Due  to  settle- 
ment in  the  counties  to  the  south,  as  well  as  in 
Perkins  County,  the  last  drives  were  made,  through 
the  western  part  of  the  county.

LILLIAN  IS  DEAD 

William  H.  Scott  Dies  Following 
Illness  of  Pneu- 
monia 

William  Harvey  Scott,  a well  known 
resident  of  East  Lake  Lillian  town- 
ship, passed  away  at  his  home  Feb.  1, 
1935,  after  a brief  illness  of  three 
days.  The  cause  of  his  death  was 
pneumonia. 

He  had  attained  the  age  of  71  years, 
8 months  and  7 days  and  had  been  en- 
joying good  health  and  living  a very 
active  life  until  he  was  stricken  with 
this  illness. 

William  Scott  was  born  in  Harden 
county,  Ackley,  Iowa,  June  24,  1863, 
where  he  spent  his  early  boyhood.  At 
the  age  of  thirteen  he  moved  with  his 
parents  to  Sheffield,  Iowa,  where  he 
lived  for  nine  years. 

On  Sept.  15,  1885,  he  was  united  in 
marriage  to  Minnie  Louise  Slade  at 
Hampton,  Iowa,  and  the  following 
year  they  moved  to  Chase  County,  Ne- 
braska, where  they  homesteaded  for 
five  years.  They  then  returned  to 
Sheffield,  la.,  where  they  resided  un- 
til June  _5,  1902,  when  they  moved  to 
East  Lake  Lillian  township,  Kandi- 
yohi County.  Here  he  made  his  farm 
home,  reared  his  family  and  lived  an 
industrious  life  until  his  death. 

To  this  union  were  born  12  chil- 
dren, two  of  whom,  Ivanetta  and 
Jessie,  have  proceeded  their  father  in 
death.  In  his  passing  he  leaves  to 
mourn,  his  wife,  eight  daughters  and 
two  sons,  Mrs.  Ben  Banker  (Letha), 
Mason  City,  Ia.;Mrs.  Gust  Wicker- 
sheim,  (Ranza),  Grandy,  Minn.;  Mrs. 
Berton  Schallcr  (Ruth),  Mrs.  Ludwig 
Rice  (Irene),  Mrs.  Mathew  Trenda 
(Opal),  and  M iss  Bernie  Scott  of  Min- 
neapolis; Mrs.  Robert  Nelson  (Doro- 
thy), Albee,  S.  D.,  and  Mrs.  Alfred 
Holmgren  (Cleora)  of  Lake  Lillian; 
Mearl  and  Joe  Scott  of  Lake  Lillian, 
all  of  whom  were  present  at  the  fun- 
eral. 


He  also  leaves  21  grandchildren, 
one  brother,  Irvin  Scott,  of  Sheffield, 
Iowa;  four  sisters,  Mrs.  Gust  Froem- 
ing  of  Parkersburg,  Iowa;  Mrs.  An- 
drew Walters,  Medford  Oregon;  Mrs.

Funeral  services  were  held  Monday 
afternoon  at  two  o’clock  at  the  Bap- 
tist church,  Rev.  Jacobson  officiating. 
Interment  was  made  in  the  family  lot 
at  the  Baptist  cemetery.

MINNIE  LOUISE  SLADE  SCOTT 


Minnie  Louise  Slade  was  born  July  11,  1867  in  Rockford, 
Illinois.  She  was  the  third  child  born  to  Joseph  Slade  and 
Rosa  Burns  Slade.  At  the  age  of  two  months  she  moved  with 
her  family  in  a covered  wagon  to  Franklin  County,  Iowa. 

They  crossed  the  rugged  land  and  the  Mississippi  River  at 
Dubuque . 

Her  early  life  was  spent  on  the  family  farm  where  she 
helped  with  the  work  and  attended  the  local  school. 

When  she  was  18  years  old  Minnie  Slade  and  William  Scott 
were  married  at  Hampton,  Iowa  on  September  15,  1885.  Shortly 
after  William  left  by  horse  and  wagon  to  purchase  land  in 
western  Nebraska.  Minnie  went  to  join  him  on  May  22,  1886. 
Bringing  some  of  their  possessions  Minnie  traveled  by  train 
to  Ogallala  where  William  met  her.  They  went  by  horse  and 
wagon  down  to  their  homestead  in  Chase  County.  They  set  up 
housekeeping  in  the  sod  house. 

Their  sod  house  was  furnished  with  makeshift  furniture, 
their  trunks,  and  the  little  dresser  Minnie  had  brought  with 
her  on  the  train.  They  had  a frying  pan  given  to  them  by 
Minnie's  mother,  one  kettle,  dishes,  wooden  eating  utensils, 
and  cups  with  no  handles. 

Life  was  hard.  The  wind  blew  constantly  and  the  rain 
seeped  in  through  the  roof.  They  gathered  buffalo  chips  for 
f uel  . 

It  was  a long  way  to  go  to  the  Community  of  Blanche  to 
get  their  mail  and  their  water  supplies  from  Stinking  Water 
Creek.  Not  until  the  second  year  were  they  able  to  make  a 
well  on  the  farm.  They  had  to  dig  down  55  feet  and  use  a 
horse  hitched  to  a pulley  to  bring  up  the  water. 

In  the  springtime  after  long  winters  of  no  fresh  foods 
Minnie  gathered  dandelion  greens,  mustard  greens,  and 
buffalo  peas  to  cook.  She  picked  sheep  sorrel  and  made  a 
pie  which  was  similar  to  rhubarb.  They  raised  delicious 
melons  on  the  hard  sod  that  William  was  able  to  turn  with 
his  walking  plow. 

Rattle  snakes  were  a constant  threat.  Shortly  after 
the  birth  of  one  of  the  children,  a rattle  snake  came  crawling 
through  the  sod  into  the  house  and  across  the  floor  to  the 
bed.  Minnie's  screams  brought  William  running  to  the  house. 
With  a pitchfork  he  killed  the  snake  that  had  now  slithered 
behind  the  trunk. 
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More  than  once  Indians  came  to  the  door  asking  for  food. 

Two  children  were  born  in  the  sod  house:  Letha  in  1887 
and  Rauza  in  1889. 

After  winters  of  raging  blizzards  and  summers  of  grass- 
hoppers, heat,  and  drought  they  decided  to  return  to  Iowa. 

They  packed  their  possessions  into  a covered  wagon  and  started 
back  along  the  Platte  River  Trail.  In  Fillmore  County  their 
third  child  and  first  son  was  born  in  the  covered  wagon  on 
November  12,  1890.  He  was  named  Mearl  Marshall  Scott. 

They  remained  in  Iowa,  living  on  rented  farms  for  the 
next  1 1 2 years.  Five  more  children  were  born  here:  Ruth, 
Dorothy,  Ivanetta,  Irene,  and  Opal.  Ivanetta  died  at  age 
2 years  and  8 months  from  cerebral  meningitis  and  is  buried 
in  Westfork  Cemetery  near  Sheffield. 

In  1902  William  went  to  Minnesota  and  bought  160  acres 
of  land  in  Section  35,  East  Lake  Lillian  Township,  Kandiyohi 
County.  The  purchase  price  was  $4000.00.  The  family  moved 
up  to  Minnesota  and  lived  in  half  of  the  barn  until  a granary 
was  built. 

The  house  was  constructed  according  to  the  plan  that 
Minnie  had  drawn.  The  family  moved  in  before  it  was  completely 
finished.  A chimney  fire  burned  the  house  down  with  many 
of  their  possessions.  Fortunately  the  neighbors  came  running 
and  were  able  to  save  some  of  the  prized  items--one  of  them 
being  a piano.  The  house  was  rebuilt  according  to  the  same 
plan . 

Four  children  were  born  in  East  Lake  Lillian:  Cleora 
in  1903,  Jessie  in  1905,  and  a pair  of  twins  in  1908  who 
were  named  Bernie  and  Joe.  Little  Jessie  died  from  whooping 
cough  at  age  11  months  and  is  buried  in  the  Baptist  Cemetery. 

After  the  death  of  little  Jessie,  Minnie  organized  the 
Baptist  Cemetery  Improvement  Club  to  care  for  the  cemetery. 

She  served  as  the  first  president  for  a number  of  years.  The 
club  is  still  in  existance  today  and  is  responsible  for  the 
upkeep  of  the  cemetery. 

With  all  these  children  to  care  for,  Minnie  worked 
unusually  hard.  She  had  an  enormous  garden  to  supplement 
their  daily  diet.  In  addition  she  canned  peas,  string  beans, 
corn,  tomatoes,  and  ground  cherries.  She  bought  and  canned 
many  fruits  such  as  cling  stone  peaches,  pears,  and  cherries. 
She  picked  apples  from  their  trees  to  make  apple  sauce,  jelly, 
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and  pickles.  In  a special  copper  boiler  she  made  many  quarts 
of  apple  butter.  She  sliced  apples  and  spread  them  on  window 
screens  to  dry  outside  in  the  sun. 

Every  fall  she  made  many  jars  of  a relish  she  called 
chow-chow.  She  made  her  own  horse  radish  and  catsup. 

Each  week  she  baked  many  loaves  of  bread  and  biscuits 
to  feed  her  hungry  family.  A speciality  of  Minnie's  was  a 
delicious  chocolate  fudge  cake. 

Minnie  loved  flowers.  In  the  front  yard  was  a circular 
bed  of  many  varieties.  Her  pride  and  joy  was  a Dorothy  Perkins 
Rose  Bush  given  to  her  by  her  daughter  Dorothy.  Other  favorites 
were  Golden  Glows,  Sweet  Williams,  Pinks,  Tiger  Lilies,  and 
Shasta  Daisies. 

At  the  Baptist  Cemetery  she  planted  a Harrison  Yellow 
Shrub  Rose  on  little  Jessie's  grave. 

Minnie  raised  chickens,  ducks,  and  geese  for  eggs  and 
meat.  The  extra  eggs  she  took  to  town  and  traded  for  groceries. 

One  Christmas  the  huge  goose  which  she  had  dressed  and 
made  ready  for  the  roaster  was  stolen  from  a large  covered 
crock  outside  that  served  as  a refrigerator.  Minnie  had  to 
quickly  kill  and  dress  chickens  for  their  Christmas  dinner. 

Minnie  sewed  all  the  clothes  for  the  children  and  for 
herself.  In  later  years  she  had  time  for  making  quilts,  rugs, 
and  doing  other  needlework.  Some  of  her  needlework  won  prizes 
at  the  Minnesota  State  Fair. 

On  February  1st,  1935  William  died  from  lobar  pneumonia. 
Minnie  remained  on  the  farm  until  July  of  1939  when  she  was 
forced  from  her  home,  leaving  behind  many  of  her  possessions. 

This  should  not  have  happened.  It  was  her  four  thousand  dollar 
inheritance  from  her  father  Joseph  Slade  that  was  used  to 
make  the  payment  on  the  farm.  It  was  her  house  of  which  she 
was  so  proud. 

Minnie  then  went  to  stay  with  her  daughter  Dorothy  in 
Rosendale  and  her  daughter  Irene  in  Minneapolis. 

In  1942  she  took  the  train  to  Seattle,  .Washington  to  visit 
her  daughter  Opal.  From  there  she  went  to  California  to  visit 
Bernie,  her  youngest  daughter.  She  stayed  there  until  1944 
when  she  was  called  home  to  Minnesota  because  of  the  illness 
and  death  of  Dorothy. 

In  1947  Minnie  suffered  a serious  heart  attack  while  she  was 
at  the  home  of  her  daughter  Rauza  in  Isanti.  She  recovered 
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and  moved  to  Minneapolis  where  she  lived  with  Bernie  who  had 
now  relocated  in  Minnesota. 

Throughout  her  life  she  suffered  from  migraine  headaches 
and  severe  varicose  veins.  One  summer  while  she  was  living 
in  Minneapolis  she  had  an  enormous  water  tumor  removed  from 
her  abdomen. 

Minnie  enjoyed  living  with  Bernie  in  her  home.  When 
she  was  able  she  cooked  and  sewed.  She  enjoyed  the  company 
of  her  grandchildren. 

She  often  sang  as  she  worked.  A favorite  song  was 
M0H  THEM  GOLDEN  SLIPPERS". 

Minnie  wore  her  long  grayish  white  hair  done  up  on  her 
head  and  secured  with  hairpins  and  rhinestone  combs.  In  her 
pierced  ears  she  wore  tiny  diamond  ear  rings. 

Minnie  lived  to  be  89  years,  5 months,  and  19  days. 

She  died  on  December  30,  1956  from  heart  disease  and  arterio- 
sclerosis. Services  were  held  in  the  East  Lake  Lillian 
Baptist  Church  with  burial  in  the  nearby  cemetery. 


RECIPE  FOR  CHOW  CHOW 

Chop  1 peck  green  tomatoes,  8 onions,  4 green  sweet  peppers, 
and  2 medium-sized  cabbages.  Press  out  juice.  Put  in  stone 
jar;  sprinkle  1 cup  salt  over  mixture  and  let  stand  over  night.

2 Cups  cooked  rice 

1 #1  can  crushed  pineapple,  drained. 

16  marshmallows,  quartered  or  2 cups  minature  marshmallows, 
one-half  cup  whipping  cream 
one-fourth  cup  sugar 

Combine  rice,  fruit,  and  marshmallows.  Whip  cream,  gradually 
add  the  one-fourth  cup  sugar.  Fold  into  rice  mixture. 

Chill  before  serving. 


FRIED  GREEN  TOMATOES 


For  each  medium  tomato  you  wish  to  fry,  allow 

one-half  cup  flour 

1 egg 

one-half  cup  fine  cracker  or  bread  crumbs 

2 tablespoons  milk 

one-half  teaspoon  salt  and  pepper 
2 tablespoons  bacon  grease,  shortening  or  butter 

Beat  egg  with  milk  in  shallow  dish.  In  another  dish  or  sheet 
of  wax  paper  place  the  flour  and  in  a 3rd  dish  or  wax  paper 
combine  bread  or  cracker  crumbs  with  seasoning. 

Slice  tomatoes  one-fourth  to  one-half  inch  thick.  Dip  both 
sides  of  each  slice  first  in  flour,  then  in  beaten  egg,  then 
in  crumbs.  Heat  the  shortening  and  fry  the  tomatoes  until 
they  are  golden,  crispy  brown  on  both  sides.  Serve  immediately.

On  July  19,  1905  a daughter  named  Jessie  Elenor  was  born 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Will  Scott.  She  lived  almost  a year,  and  died 
from  whooping  cough  on  July  6,  1906.  Mrs.  Will  Scott  mourned 
for  a long  time  after  the  death  of  little  Jessie.  She  would 
hitch  up  the  horses  to  the  buggy  and  drive  from  the  Scott  farm 
to  the  cemetery  to  put  flowers  on  her  grave. 

She  was  saddened  to  see  animals  from  the  neighboring  farm 
trampling  on  the  graves.  She  decided  that  something  needed  to 
be  done.  It  took  a few  years,  but  finally  on  February  27,  1913, 
she  was  able  to  bring  together  a small  group  of  women  at  the 
home  of  Mrs.  Henry  Riedel  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the 
Baptist  Cemetery  Improvement  Club. 

By-laws  were  written  and  officers  were  elected.  They 

were : 

President Mrs.  Will  Scott 

Vice  President Mrs.  Mary  Anderson 

Secretary Mrs.  Rauza  Wickersheim 

Treasurer Mrs.  Martha  Young 

One  of  the  projects  of  this  newly  organized  club  was  to 
put  up  a fence  around  the  cemetery.  Rauza  Wickersheim  and 
Helga  Scott  who  had  recently  been  married  to  Mearl  Scott  went 
to  the  cemetery  to  help  a group  of  women  strip  bark  off  the 
posts  to  put  up  the  first  fence. 

To  this  day  the  cemetery  is  well  kept  by  this  same 
organization .

And  Leeta  will  go 
to  Minneapolis  soon. 

Then  Joe  and  I will  have  to  face  the  battle  alone.  Hope 
we  can  stand  the  grief  and  make  a go  of  everything  for  the 
better.  I hope  Joe  will  be  willing  to  stick  by  me  and  every- 
thing will  come  out  all  right  in  the  end.  I will  try  to 
brace  up  for  the  love  of  my  children.  They  have  all  been  so 
good  to  me  and  I know  they  always  will.

LETHA  VIVIAN  SCOTT  BANKER 


Letha  Vivian  Scott  was  born  August  5,  1887  in  Chase 
County,  Nebraska.  She  was  the  first  child  born  to  William 
Scott  and  Minnie  Slade  Scott.  She  was  born  in  the  sod  house 
her  parents  had  built  on  their  homestead. 

When  she  was  three  years  old  she  rode  in  a covered  wagon 
with  her  parents  all  the  way  across  Nebraska  as  they  were 
returning  to  Iowa. 

She  lived  on  a farm  with  her  family  in  Iowa  for  the  next 
11^  years.  She  helped  with  the  work  at  home  and  attended 
the  country  schools  in  the  area. 

When  she  was  almost  15  years  old  she  moved  with  her 
family  up  to  East  Lake  Lillian  Township,  Kandiyohi  County, 
Minnesota  to  the  farm  her  father  had  purchased.  There  she 
attended  Riverside  School,  District  # 89. 

After  finishing  school  she  went  to  Iowa  to  seek  employ- 
ment. While  she  was  there  she  met  Benjamin  William  Banker 
who  was  a prosperous  farmer  at  nearby  Dougherty.  They  were 
married  on  January  1st,  1910. 

They  had  one  daughter,  Bernice  Bessie  Banker,  who  was 
born  on  October  3rd,  1910. 

At  one  time  Letha  became  seriously  ill  with  severe 
anemia.  She  was  brought  to  her  parents  farm  in  East  Lake 
Lillian  for  the  summer  months  where  her  mother  nursed  her 
back  to  health.  In  those  days  there  were  no  iron  injections 
to  be  given  for  the  treatment  of  anemia  so  she  was  fed  raw 
chopped  up  liver  according  to  the  doctor's  orders. 

Letha  and  Ben  Banker  spent  the  first  part  of  their 
married  life  farming  in  Franklin  County,  Iowa. 

During  the  early  years  they  bought  and  lived  on  a 
farm  in  Texas  but  eventually  returned  to  Iowa. 

Later  they  left  the  farm  in  Iowa  and  moved  to  Mason 
City  wher  Benjamin  worked  as  a painter. 

Letha  loved  to  read  all  of  her  life.  The  story  is  told 
that  as  a young  girl  she  would  prop  up  a book  and  read  while 
she  was  ironing  clothes. 

She  also  liked  to  travel.  One  of  the  places  they 
visited  was  the  homestead  in  western  Nebraska  where  she 
was  born. 
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Letha  died  in  the  Mason  City  Hospital  on  March  23, 
1974.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Hogan  Bremer 
Colonial  Chapel  with  interment  in  Memorial  Park  Cemetery 
in  Mason  City,  Iowa.

LETHA  SCOTT  AND  HER  MOTHER  MINNIE 
(TAKEN  IN  SHEFFIELD,  IOWA) 
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RAUZA  MAE  SCOTT  WICKERSHEIM 


Rauza  Mae  Scott  was  born  July  5,  1889  in  Chase  County, 
Nebraska.  She  was  the  second  child  born  to  William  Scott 
and  Minnie  Slade  Scott.  She  was  born  in  the  sod  house  on 
her  parents  homestead. 

When  she  was  a tiny  little  girl  of  one  year  she  rode 
in  a covered  wagon  all  the  way  across  Nebraska  to  Iowa  with 
her  parents . 

Rauza  lived  with  her  family  on  different  rented  farms 
in  Iowa.  She  attended  the  closest  rural  school  and  helped 
with  the  chores  at  home. 

In  1902  she  moved  with  her  parents  and  siblings  up  to 
East  Lake  Lillian  Township,  Kandiyohi  County,  Minnesota. 

Here  she  became  a student  at  Riverside  School,  District  # 89. 

Rauza  met  her  future  husband,  Gust  Wickersheim,  who  had 
a farm  near  by.  They  were  married  on  October  6,  1909.  After 
their  wedding  they  lived  on  Gust's  farm. 

As  a young  couple  they  were  active  in  the  community. 

They  had  parties  and  old  time  dances  in  their  home. 

When  her  mother  organized  the  Lake  Lillian  Baptist 
Cemetery  Improvement  Club,  Rauza  served  as  the  first  secretary. 
In  the  spring  of  1913  Rauza  and  her  sister-in-law,  Helga  Scott, 
helped  a group  of  women  who  took  their  lunches  along  and  spent 
many  days  at  the  cemetery  stripping  bark  off  posts  to  use  for 
the  first  fence. 

During  the  school  term  Rauza  boarded  the  country  school 
teacher.  She  prepared  special  meals  that  were  served  on  a 
white  table  cloth.  For  the  teacher's  lunch  pail  she  always 
baked  delicious  pastries. 

When  Rauza  had  free  time  she  did  a lot  of  sewing  and 
tatting. 

Rauza  had  a lot  of  determination  and  per serverance . 

Even  though  she  drove  the  car  through  the  back  end  of  the 
garage  when  learning  to  drive  she  did  not  give  up.  She 
accomplished  whatever  she  set  out  to  do. 

As  hard  as  Rauza  and  Gust  tried  to  get  ahead  there  were 
some  unpleasant  things  in  their  lives.  One  year  after  they 
butchered  a pig  it  was  hung  up  in  the  cellar  to  cool.  Upon 
returning  home  from  a brief  errand  they  found  the  outside 
cellar  door  wide  open  and  all  the  meat  had  been  stolen. 
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While  living  on  this  farm  their  only  child  was  born 
on  January  31,  1914.  She  was  named  Glendoline  Mae  Wickersheim. 

Later  Gust  and  Rauza  decided  to  give  up  farming  and 
move  to  Hopkins,  Minnesota.  While  they  were  living  here  Gust 
worked  in  a machine  shop.  When  Rauza's  two  younger  sisters 
Ruth  and  Opal  left  home  to  find  work  they  stayed  with  the 
Wickersheim  family. 

The  Wickersheim  family  next  moved  to  Grandy,  Minnesota. 

Here  farming  was  done  on  a small  scale.  They  had  a few  animals, 
a huge  vegetable  garden,  and  numerous  plants  and  bushes  that 
produced  a variety  of  fruits. 

Rauza  worked  very  hard  on  this  farm.  Near  the  house  was 
a root  cellar  or  storm  cellar  that  was  filled  with  jars  and 
jars  of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables. 

In  about  the  middle  of  the  1940's  Rauza  and  Gust  moved 
to  Isanti,  Minnesota  where  they  operated  a restaurant.  This 
involved  a lot  of  hard  labor  for  Rauza  who  did  the  cooking, 
baking,  and  serving  in  the  restaurant. 

Gust  died  on  August  22,  1949.  Rauza  continued  on  with 
the  restaurant  for  a few  years. 

In  the  1950's  she  sold  the  restaurant  and  went  to 
California  where  she  worked  as  a live  in  companion  for  a wealthy 
family.  At  another  time  she  helped  care  for  her  aunt,  Helen 
Slade  Powell,  who  also  lived  in  California. 

She  returned  to  Minnesota  where  she  worked  as  a cook  for 
the  Baptist  Nursing  Home  on  Blaisdell  Avenue. 

When  her  mother  could  not  be  left  alone  Rauza  helped  take 
care  of  her.  In  addition  she  stayed  with  her  sister  Bernie 
when  she  became  ill  with  cancer. 

Rauza  died  on  December  21,  1972.  Funeral  services  were 
held  at  Werness  Brothers  Chapel  with  interment  in  the  East 
Lake  Lillian  Baptist  Cemetery.

MEARL  MARSHALL  SCOTT 


Mearl  Marshall  Scott  was  born  November  12,  1890  in 

Fillmore  County,  Nebraska.  He  was  the  third  child  and  first 
son  born  to  William  Scott  and  Minnie  Slade  Scott.  He  was  born 
in  a covered  wagon  along  the  Platte  River  Trail  when  his 
parents  were  returning  from  their  homestead  in  Chase  County. 

He  lived  with  his  family  on  different  farms  in  Franklin 
County,  Iowa  for  the  first  llj  years  of  his  life.  He  attended 
one-room  country  schools  where  he  enjoyed  learning.  He  loved 
mathematics  and  early  on  developed  his  own  method  of  rapid 
and  accurate  mental  calculation. 

He  helped  with  farm  chores  and  also  around  the  house. 

In  later  years  he  would  tell  his  own  children  the  story  of  how 
as  a very  small  boy  he  was  sent  to  the  store  in  Chapin  to  buy 
laundry  soap  for  his  mother.  On  the  return  trip  as  he  walked 
along  the  railroad  tracks  the  sack  broke.  He  used  his  ingenuity 
by  putting  the  bars  of  soap  in  his  overall  legs  and  tying  a 
string  around  his  ankles. 

In  1902  when  he  was  11^  years  old  he  moved  with  his 
parents  up  to  East  Lake  Lillian,  Kandiyohi  County,  Minnesota. 

He  attended  Riverside  School,  District  # 89,  when  he  was  not 
needed  to  help  at  home. 

As  he  grew  older,  Mearl  would  accompany  his  sisters  to 
country  dances  and  social  gatherings.  He  often  drove  a horse 
and  buggy  to  take  the  younger  children  to  school. 

When  he  was  about  18  years  he  left  home  to  work  on  the 
O’Connor  farm  near  Renville,  Minnesota.  He  went  there  because 
his  paternal  Aunt  Jennie  Walter  and  family  were  living  there 
at  that  time.  It  was  here  that  he  purchased  his  first  horse, 
a thoroughbred  Hamble tonian . He  named  this  beautiful  horse 
"Kid"  and  it  was  the  envy  of  horse  lovers  throughout  the  area. 

Later  he  worked  for  other  farmers  in  the  East  Lake  Lillian 

area  . 

On  December  9,  1912  Mearl  Scott  and  Helga  Lundbom  took 
the  train  to  St.  Paul  and  were  married.  They  chose  that  day 
because  although  Mearl  was  almost  a year  younger,  on  December 
ninth  they  were  the  same  age. 

During  the  early  years  of  their  marriage  they  worked  for 
Mearl's  father  on  his  farm,  also  for  George  Lundbom  and  they 
rented  other  farms. 
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In  the  fall  of  1920  he  was  appointed  mail  carrier  for 
a rural  route  delivering  mail  from  the  Atwater  Post  Office 
out  to  East  Lake  Lillian.  During  the  stormy  winter  weather 
he  drove  a horse  hitched  to  a sled  and  almost  always  it  took 
an  entire  day.  In  addition  to  delivering  the  mail  he  helped 
the  people  along  the  route  make  out  their  catalog  orders, 
he  sold  stamps,  and  even  rewrapped  packages  that  were  falling 
apart . 

Mearl  and  Helga  had  9 children,  seven  of  whom  survived 
to  adulthood.  Their  first  child,  a son  named  Cameron  Gerald, 
lived  only  seven  months  and  died  from  spinal  meningitis. 

A daughter,  Muriel  Helga,  who  was  their  third  child  died  from 
croup  at  age  three  and  one-half  years. 

Mearl  and  Helga  did  their  best  to  provide  the  necessities 
of  life.  Even  though  their  diets  were  spare  at  times  the 
children  never  went  hungry. 

During  the  Great  Depression  and  later  when  times  were  very 
difficult  Mearl  did  not  believe  in  charging  groceries.  He 
always  said,  " It  is  more  difficult  to  pay  for  them  after  they 
are  eaten  than  before". 

Mearl  and  Helga  got  their  own  farm  and  built  all  new 
buildings . 

Mearl  was  community  minded  and  interested  in  the  politics 
of  the  country.  He  served  on  the  local  school  board,  as 
Justice  of  East  Lake  Lillian,  and  as  a delegate  to  the  State 
Farmer  Labor  Convention.  He  was  an  ardent  admirer  of  President 
Franklin  Roosevelt  and  President  Harry  Truman. 

For  many  years  he  was  elected  assessor  for  East  Lake 
Lillian  Township,  About  1935  he  became  manager  of  the  Thorpe 
Shipping  Association,  a position  he  held  for  many  years. 

Although  he  had  not  been  feeling  well  for  quite  a while 
it  was  not  until  the  fall  of  1936  that  he  was  diagnosed  with 
having  diabetes.  He  was  immediately  put  on  insulin  injections 
but  his  illness  was  the  kind  that  was  difficult  to  control. 

In  1939  Mearl  sold  the  farm  and  the  family  moved  to 
Thorpe  where  they  operated  a country  store.  This  was  a financial 
disaster  because  many  people  charged  hundreds  of  dollars  of 
groceries  they  never  paid  for  and  which  are  still  unpaid  to 
this  day. 

During  this  time  Mearl  continued  working  as  assessor 
and  as  manager  of  the  shipping  association  until  his  health 
necessitated  that  he  stop. 

He  then  bought  another  farm  where  the  family  lived  until 
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his  retirement  in  1948.  Mearl  and  Helga  bought  a house 
in  Willmar  where  they  lived  for  the  next  10  years. 

Mearl  was  a good  farmer.  His  fields  were  kept  clean  of 
weeds  and  his  animals  were  given  good  care.  In  earlier  years 
he  bought  a threshing  machine  and  harvested  for  other  farmers 
in  the  area.  Later  he  purchased  a combine  to  use  on  his  own 
farm  and  to  help  other  farmers. 

Mearl  was  a perfectionist.  His  cars  and  machinery 
were  free  of  junk  and  in  running  order.  He  worked  hard  and 
he  wanted  things  done  on  time.  He  lived  by  the  old  quotation 
from  Robert  Burns  that  he  had  learned  in  country  school. 

" Time  is  Tide, 

Waits  for  no  man,  " 

Although  Mearl  did  not  have  much  formal  education  he  read 
widely  and  was  well  informed.  Even  when  money  was  scarce 
he  always  took  the  daily  paper  and  read  it  thoroughly.  His 
daughter  Mavis  remembers  that  when  she  brought  home  classics 
for  her  English  Literature  Class  her  father  would  read  the 
books  as  well. 

Mearl  enjoyed  hearing  and  telling  a good  joke  or  a 
humorous  story. 

After  Mearl  and  Helga  moved  to  Willmar  he  kept  busy  by 
owning  and  operating  the  Willmar  Taxi  Company,  selling  used 
cars,  and  farming  on  a small  scale. 

By  this  time  diabetes  was  destroying  his  health;  his 
vision,  kidneys,  and  heart  were  failing.  He  died  at  age  67 
from  a heart  attack  and  diabetic  complications  on  April  2,  1958. 

Services  were  held  in  the  East  Lake  Lillian  Baptist 
Church  with  interment  in  their  nearby  cemetery.

Ruth  Forest  Scott  was  born  May  19,  1893  in  Franklin 
County,  Iowa.  She  was  the  fourth  child  born  to  William 
Scott  and  Minnie  Slade  Scott. 

She  lived  with  her  parents  on  different  rented  farms 
and  attended  the  rural  schools  in  that  area. 

When  she  was  nine  years  old  she  moved  with  her  family 
to  East  Lake  Lillian  Township,  Kandiyohi  County,  Minnesota. 

There  she  helped  with  the  work  on  the  farm  and  attended 
Riverside  School,  District  # 89. 

When  Ruth  became  older  she  went  to  Minneapolis  to  seek 
employment.  She  stayed  at  the  home  of  her  sister,  Mrs.  Rauza 
Wickersheim  in  Hopkins. 

For  a time  Ruth  worked  as  a governess  for  a wealthy 
family  who  lived  in  Minneapolis  and  spent  the  winters  in 
Florida.  This  position  as  governess  required  that  she  wear 
a white  uniform,  nurse's  cap,  white  shoes  and  stockings. 

While  she  was  staying  with  her  sister  in  Hopkins,  Ruth 
met  her  future  husband,  Berton  George  Schaller  Sr.  They 
were  married  on  April  9,  1921. 

One  of  their  first  homes  was  an  apartment  at  18  N.  9th 
Street  in  Minneapolis.  It  was  while  they  were  living  here 
that  their  only  child  was  born  on  April  4 , 1922.  He  was 
named  Berton  George  Schaller  Jr. 

Soon  after  this  Ruth  became  ill  and  was  diagnosed  with 
Gestational  Diabetes.  At  first  her  mother  went  to  Minneapolis 
to  help  take  care  of  her. 

Ruth  and  baby  Berton  then  came  out  to  the  farm  in  East 
Lake  Lillian  where  her  mother  nursed  her  back  to  health. 

As  far  as  known  Ruth  never  showed  any  symptoms  of  diabetes 
after  that. 

The  family  bought  a house  at  6024  Third  Avenue  South  in 
Richfield,  where  they  lived  for  the  remainder  of  their  lives. 

Both  Ruth  and  Berton  joined  the  Richfield  Lutheran  Church 
and  became  active  members. 

Life  was  never  easy  for  Ruth.  There  was  little  money 
available  and  she  early  developed  lasting  health  problems. 

Her  poor  eyesight  made  it  difficult  to  do  any  reading  or 
sewing . 
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The  death  of  her  son  Berton  Jr.  at  age  28  took  a tre- 
mendous toll  on  Ruth.  "Cuddles"  as  he  was  known  to  all  the 
family  had  been  her  pride  and  joy  his  entire  life. 

In  spite  of  her  illnesses  Ruth  had  at  times  a unique 
sense  of  humor.  She  could  see  the  amusing  side  to  a drab 
s i tua  t ion  . 

Ruth  died  on  December  31,  1966  from  Congestive  Heart 
Failure  and  advanced  Rheumatoid  Arthritis.  Services  were 
held  at  Richfield  Lutheran  Church  with  interment  in  Sunset 
Memorial  Park.

Dorothy  Fawn  Scott,  daughter  of  William  Scott  and 
Minnie  Slade  Scott,  was  born  December  26,  1896  in  Butler 
County,  Iowa  near  Sheffield. 

When  Dorothy  was  5^  years  old  the  family  moved  to  East 
Lake  Lillian  Township,  Kandiyohi  County,  Minnesota.  They 
settled  on  the  farm  her  father  had  purchased.  The  first  years 
were  hard.  The  only  building  on  the  farm  when  they  arrived 
was  the  barn.  The  family  as  well  as  the  animals  shared  this 
barn  until  the  granary  was  built.  They  lived  in  the  granary 
while  the  house  was  being  built. 

Dorothy  and  the  other  children  attended  Riverside  School, 
District  # 89.  In  1913  she  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade. 

She  waited  a year  until  her  younger  sister,  Irene,  graduated 
from  the  eighth  grade  so  they  could  attend  high  school  at  the 
same  time.

For  Christmas  of 
that  year  Dorothy  was  presented  with  a hat  from  the  factory. 

She  returned  home  to  Lake  Lillian  in  the  spring  of  1923. 

On  March  31,  1923  Dorothy  Scott  and  Robert  Nelson  were  married 
at  the  Scott  family  home.  The  house  was  beautifully  decorated 
for  the  wedding.  The  bride  and  groom  were  married  under  an 
arch  that  was  covered  with  paper  flowers.

Irene  Scott  Rice  was  born  December  11,  1898  in 
Franklin  County,  Iowa.  She  was  the  seventh  of  twelve 
children  born  to  William  Harvey  Scott  and  Minnie  Louise 
Slade  Scott.  In  June  of  1902  the  William  Scott  family 
moved  to  East  Lake  Lillian  Township,  Kandiyohi  County, 
Minnesota.  Irene  was  raised  on  a farm  where  she  learned 
many  admirable  qualities  from  her  hardworking  and  caring 
parents.  She  carried  these  same  qualities  throughout  her 
lif  e . 

Irene  attended  a one  room  school  in  East  Lake  Lillian 
Township  and  along  with  her  sister  Dorothy  graduated  from 
Atwater  High  School  in  1918.  This  was  quite  an  accomplish- 
ment for  the  sisters  as  it  entailed  leaving  home  and  rooming 
with  a family  in  Atwater  during  the  school  year.  Irene  then 
went  on  and  completed  her  education  at  St. Cloud  Teachers 
College . 

Irene  accepted  a 1st  grade  teaching  position  in  South 
Dakota.  She  told  one  particular  story  where  she  kept  a 
little  scruffy  girl  after  school  one  day.  She  washed  and 
cut  her  hair,  washed  and  pressed  her  well  worn  black  satin 
dress,  as  well  as  generally  spiffing  her  up  and  making  her 
feel  a lot  better  both  inside  and  out.  Irene  succeeded,  as 
the  little  girl  was  clean  and  presentable  after  that.  This 
is  just  one  example  of  Irene’s  courageous  and  caring  nature. 

While  in  South  Dakota,  Irene  was  courted  by  the  superin- 
tendant  of  schools,  Ludvig  M.  Rice.  She  was  not  at  all  taken 
in  by  his  attentions.  After  her  years  of  teaching  in  South 
Dakota,  she  went  back  to  Minnesota  where  she  worked  in  Minne- 
apolis as  a sales  person  at  Donaldsons,  a large  department 
store.  Ludvig  pursued  her  to  Minneapolis  and  later  they  were 
married  on  June  21,  1925  at  Bethlehem  Lutheran  Church.  They 
had  two  daughters,  Anne  Louise,  born  on  February  2,  1931  and 
Mary  Carol  who  was  born  on  December  12,  1936. 

Irene  was  a wonderful  homemaker.  She  found  pleasure  in 
sewing  special  things  for  her  family  and  home.  She  enjoyed 
cooking  and  did  home  testing  for  General  Mills  for  a number 
of  years.  She  was  even  recognized  with  a recipe  of  her  own 
in  their  first  cook  book.  Most  of  all  Irene  was  creative 
and  she  made  everything  she  touched  beautiful;  whether  it  be 
a birthday  cake,  a dress  she  sewed,  her  garden,  a picnic, 
or  her  home.  It  was  more  than  a knack,  it  was  Irene.  She 
was  truly  a special  lady.  She  quietly  and  happily  went  about 
her  daily  tasks. 
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Irene  and  Lud  were  dedicated  Christian  individuals 
and  parents.  Both  daughters  were  married  in  the  same 
church  as  their  parents  and  continue  the  same  firm  belief 
and  life  of  a Christian.  Irene  and  Lud  were  also  committed 
in  the  Eastern  Star  and  shared  Matron  and  Patron  offices 
as  well  as  many  other  offices.  Irene  continued  to  give  back 
to  her  "Star"  sisters  right  up  to  her  death. 

In  the  early  50 ' s a friend  who  was  a buyer  at  Dayton's 
Department  Store  asked  Irene  to  help  out  at  a sale.  She 
agreed  and  enjoyed  it  so  much  that  she  continued  to  work 
there  until  her  retirement.  While  at  Dayton's  she  earned 
the  prestige  of  being  named  their  top  sales  lady. 

Irene's  real  joy  was  in  sharing  and  supporting  her  family. 
She  had  an  especially  close  relationship  with  her  sisters 
Dorothy  and  Bun.  She  enjoyed  her  retirement  and  traveled 
to  Europe,  Hawaii,  Florida,  and  many  trips  to  visit  her 
daughters  and  their  families  in  Southern  California.  She 
loved  her  friends  and  the  luncheon  parties,  trips,  painting 
classes,  and  church  circles  they  shared.  Irene  was  a very 
energetic  and  enthusiastic  person  who  enjoyed  good  health 
with  the  exception  of  glaucoma  until  her  sudden  death  on 
November  26,  1984  at  the  age  of  86  years.

OPAL  MILDRED  SCOTT  FERRERA 


Opal  was  born  October  21,  1900  in  Ross  Township, 

Franklin  County,  Iowa  near  Sheffield.  She  was  the  eighth 
child  born  to  William  Harvey  Scott  and  Minnie  Slade  Scott. 

William  Scott  was  a farmer.  Since  Opal  had  only  one 
older  brother,  Mearl,  she  and  her  sisters  had  to  help  with 
the  milking.  She  was  very  fond  of  her  father  and  spoke 
many  times  of  her  journeys  into  town  with  him  by  horse  drawn 
wagon.  There  was  one  specific  time  she  always  spoke  of,  the 
day  he  bought  her  a pair  of  red  shoes.  I believe  that  day 
she  felt  like  a queen. 

In  early  1920  she  stayed  with  her  sister  Rauza  Wichersheim 
in  Hopkins,  Minnesota,  just  outside  of  Minneapolis  while  she 
went  to  business  school.  Opal  then  went  on  to  work  for  a law 
firm  as  a legal  stenographer. 

It  was  in  Hopkins  where  she  met  Matthew  E.  Trenda.  They 
were  married  on  April  9,  1921  in  Minneapolis.  They  hitchhiked 
their  way  west  working  along  the  way  by  cooking  in  logging 
camps,  etc.  They  settled  in  Seattle,  Washington.  Their  only 
daughter,  Mary  Catherine,  was  born  on  April  19,  1926.  Matthew 
and  Opal  separated  five  years  later. 

Opal  went  to  work  as  manager  of  a restaurant  called  the 
New  Orange  Cafe.  Everyone  received  a complimentary  fresh 
orange  with  their  breakfast.  In  September  of  1937  Opal  divorced 
Matthew.  Shortly  after  this  her  health  began  to  fail.  She  had 
two  surgeries  and  then  developed  a blood  clot  which  caused 
her  to  be  a semi-invalid.  She  needed  a lot  of  bedrest  and  a 
special  diet.  At  this  time  she  had  to  go  on  welfare. 

During  that  time  she  met  a wonderful,  kind,  generous, 
patient  gentleman  who  delivered  her  groceries,  often  without 
charge  from  his  store.  He  also  ran  an  export  business. 

Fernando  D.  Ferrera  and  Opal  were  married  on  November  4,  1944. 
Her  health  improved.  They  bought  a home  and  made  the  yard  a 
show  place.  She  became  active  in  his  church  (The  United 
Methodist  Church  ).  She  played  the  organ  and  piano  and  was  the 
Secretary  of  Missions.  She  also  helped  organize  fund  raisers. 

In  August  of  1972  Fernando  had  a massive  stroke.  He  died 
on  March  3,  1977.  Opal's  health  started  to  fail  noticeably 
during  that  time.  Shortly  after  his  death  she  went  to  live 
with  her  daughter  Catherine  in  Lynnwood,  Washington. 

Opal  died  December  29,  1981.  The  cause  of  death  was 
cerebral  arteriosclerosis,  insufficiency  and  respiratory 
failure.  At  the  time  of  her  death,  besides  her  daughter,  she 
left  six  grandchildren  and  five  great  grandchildren. 
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Opal's  daughter  Catherine  says  that  her  mother  made  the 
best  soups,  stews,  gravies,  and  desserts.  She  seldom  used 
a recipe.  Here  is  one  that  she  wrote  down. 

LEMON  MERINGUE  PIE 

1 pre  baked  9 inch  pie  crust 

4 t.  cornstarch 
4 t.  flour 
1/2  t.  salt 

1 and  1/4  cup  sugar 

4 egg  yolks,  slightly  beaten. 

1/2  cup  lemon  juice  (She  used  fresh) 

Grated  rind  of  1 lemon 

2 t.  butter 

Mix  cornstarch,  flour,  salt,  sugar  and  1 and  1/2  cups  water. 
Cook  until  thickened  and  a little  more  stirring  frequently 
until  clear.  Pour  1/2  of  mixture  into  egg  yolks.  Then 
stir  eggs  into  remaining  hot  mixture  and  cook  about  3 minutes 
more.  Remove  from  heat  and  add  rind  and  lemon  juice  and 
butter.  Let  cool  a bit.  Put  lemon  mixture  into  precooked 
pie  crust  and  cover  with  meringue.  Make  sure  meringue  touches 
pie  crust.  Put  pie  under  broiler  until  meringue  peaks  are 
light  brown. 


MERINGUE  TOPPING 


4 egg  whites,  room  temperature 
6 t.  sugar 
1/4  t.  salt 
1/2  t.  vanilla 

Put  eggs  and  sugar  into  a bowl  and  place  bowl  into  a pan  of 
hot  water.  Stir  till  egg  whites  feel  warm.  Remove  from 
water  and  add  salt  and  vanilla  and  beat  until  stiff  and  shiny.

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CLEORA  VICTORIA  SCOTT  HOLMGREN 


Cleora  Victoria  Scott,  daughter  of  William  Harvey  Scott 
and  Minnie  Louise  Slade  Scott,  was  born  on  May  16,  1903  in 
East  Lake  Lillian  Township,  Kandiyohi  County,  Minnesota. 

She  was  born  into  a large  congenial  and  caring  family,  con- 
sisting of  two  boys  and  eight  girls.  Cleora  attended  and 
graduated  from  Riverside  Grade  School  in  East  Lake  Lillian 
Township . 

Between  the  end  of  her  formal  education  and  marriage, 
Cleora  stayed  at  home  helping  her  mother  care  for  her  younger 
brother  and  sister.  There  was  always  a great  deal  of  house- 
work to  be  done  in  addition  to  helping  with  the  farm  work, 
especially  during  harvest  time.  Cleora  acquired  a number  of 
domestic  skills  that  would  later  serve  her  in  raising  her  own 
large  family. 

On  December  3,  1923  Cleora  married  Alfred  Holmgren,  son 
of  John  and  Hannah  Nelson  Holmgren.  Their  first  child,  Norma, 
was  born  in  East  Lake  Lillian  Township  in  1924.  The  family 
moved  to  Atwater  where  their  second  daughter,  Gloria,  was  born 
in  1926.  Alfred  moved  his  family  back  to  East  Lake  Lillian 
Township  where  Helen  was  born  in  1928.  A boy  who  died  soon 
after  birth  was  born  in  1929.  Their  fifth  child,  Lucille,  was 
born  in  1931.  Twin  sons,  Byron  and  Myron,  were  born  in  1933, 
followed  by  another  son,  Kenneth,  in  1935.  During  the  summer 
of  1936,  Alfred  constructed  a new  house  for  his  family  in  the 
village  of  Lake  Lillian.  Another  set  of  twins,  a boy  and  a 
girl,  were  born  in  September  of  1939,  but  died  at  birth. 

The  depression  years  were  very  difficult  for  Cleora. 

Alfred  worked  on  several  WPA  projects  until  1939  when  he  was 
able  to  secure  work  on  construction  sites  away  from  home.  When 
Alfred  was  away  for  long  periods  of  time,  Cleora  had  to  assume 
greater  responsibility  for  raising  the  family  and  organizing 
household  tasks  for  the  children. 

During  the  Second  World  War,  Alfred  worked  at  various 
defense  sites  in  Alabama,  Oregon,  and  Washington  state.  It 
was  during  this  period  of  time  that  Cleora  took  her  first  full- 
time job  as  a hemp  processor  at  War  Hemp  Industries,  Inc.  in 
Lake  Lillian.  Although  this  job  didn't  last  very  long,  it  gave 
Cleora  a sense  of  pride  in  helping  with  the  war  ef f or t--whi le 
bringing  home  a modest  paycheck  to  augment  the  family  income. 
During  the  next  twenty  years  Cleora  worked  out  of  the  home  only 
occasionally  when  she  was  employed  in  the  food  processing  in- 
dustry during  their  peak  season. 
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In  the  fall  of  1948,  Cleora  opened  a small  gift  and  card 
shop  across  from  Erickson's  grocery  store  in  Lake  Lillian. 

The  shop  was  located  in  a former  gas  station.  Alfred  helped 
Cleora  remodel  the  interior  to  accomodate  the  needs  of  this 
business.  The  shop  was  quite  attractive  and  met  a need  in 
the  community.  Cleora  was  proud  of  her  business  venture  and 
the  success  she  enjoyed  with  it.  She  continued  to  operate  the 
shop  on  a part-time  basis  until  September  1967.  Besides  devot- 
ing time  to  her  gift  and  card  shop,  Cleora  enjoyed  her  grand- 
children. In  all,  she  had  25  grandchildren  (three  were  born 
after  her  death) . 

One  of  the  most  exciting  experiences  for  Cleora  occurred 
in  the  fall  of  1965  when  she  traveled  by  train  with  Alfred 
and  her  daughter  Helen  to  the  state  of  Washington.  She  visited 
with  her  son  Byron  and  family  and  was  reunited  with  her  sister 
Opal  whom  she  hadn't  seen  in  twenty-five  years.  During  this 
ten  day  visit,  Cleora  was  taken  to  Mt.  Rainier,  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  and  to  various  sites  around  the  Puget  Sound  area.  The 
only  other  out-of-state  trip  for  Cleora  was  a weekend  excursion 
by  bus  to  visit  Alfred  while  he  was  working  on  a construction 
project  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  in  the  summer  of  1942.  She  stayed 
in  a hotel  and  saw  "Gone  With  The  Wind." 

In  April  of  1966,  a cancerous  tumor  was  detected  in  her 
small  intestine  and  surgically  removed.  Eighteen  months  later 
the  cancer  had  spread  and  additional  surgery  was  required. 
During  the  next  nine  months  Cleora  suffered  intensely  from  this 
insidious  disease.  Cleora  passed  away  on  -June  28,  1968. 

Her  family  misses  her  and  remembers  the  joyous  occasions  shared 
together  while  she  was  alive.

Bernie  Clover  Scott  and  her  twin  brother  Joe  were 
born  January  26,  1908  in  East  Lake  Lillian  Township, 

Kandiyohi  County,  Minnesota.  She  was  the  eleventh  child 
born  to  William  Scott  and  Minnie  Slade  Scott.  A neighbor, 

Mrs.  Betsy  Olson,  delivered  Bernie.  Because  her  twin  brother, 
Joe,  was  in  the  breech  position  a doctor  was  called  to 
assist  with  the  delivery. 

Bernie  was  named  for  her  two  grandmothers,  Rosa  Burns 
Slade  and  Artemissa  Clover  Scott.  In  later  years  she  was 
called  "Bun”  by  her  family  and  friends. 

Bernie  went  to  Riverside  School,  District  # 89.  She 
then  went  on  to  high  school  in  Atwater,  Minnesota  where 
she  graduated.  Commencement  Exercises  were  held  at  8 P.M. 

June  2,  1927  in  the  Grand  Theater. 

With  financial  help  from  her  sisters  Irene  and  Dorothy 
she  went  to  business  school  in  Minneapolis. 

Bernie  worked  in  Minneapolis  until  she  went  to  California 
about  1937.  At  first  she  lived  near  Los  Angeles. 

She  met  and  married  Ralph  Fay  on  November  1,  1938. 

They  lived  in  San  Pedro,  California  where  Bernie  worked  in 
a restaurant.

When 
the  divorce  was  completed  and  everything  was  settled  Bernie 
packed  up  and  drove  to  Minneapolis  in  her  coupe  car. 

She  stayed  with  her  sister  Irene  until  she  found  a job 
at  the  Boulevard  Cafe.  Bernie  rented  an  apartment  at  3140 
Bryant  Avenue  South.  When  the  building  went  co-op  she  pur- 
chased her  own  apartment. 

Bernie  and  her  mother  lived  at  this  address  for  many 
years.  Later  on  Bernie  bought  a large  house  on  1st  Avenue 
and  29th  Street.  This  large  house  was  converted  into  apart- 
ments . 

She  worked  at  several  different  places  in  Minneapolis. 

One  position  was  as  a bookkeeper  at  the  Town  Market  Furniture 
Company  on  Washington  Avenue.  She  later  worked  at  Boutell's 
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Furniture  Store  in  downtown  Minneapolis  and  then  in 
Sou thdale . 

She  became  ill  with  cancer  and  died  on  December 
18,  1971.  Services  were  held  at  Werness  Brothers 
Chapel,  3700  Nicollet  Avenue,  Minneapolis  with  burial 
in  the  East  Lake  Lillian  Baptist  Cemetery.

Dolores  Fern  Scott  was  born  April  23,  1916  in  East  Lake 

Lillian  Township,  Kandiyohi  County,  Minnesota.  She  was  the 

second  child  and  the  first  daughter  born  to  Mearl  Scott  and 
Helga  Lundbom  Scott.  Her  mother  named  her  Dolores  and  her 
father  named  her  Fern. 

Dolores  attended  Riverside  School,  District  # 89  the  same 
rural  school  that  her  parents  had  attended.  She  graduated 
from  Atwater  High  School  in  1934  as  Salutatorian  of  her  class. 

This  was  before  the  days  of  school  buses  so  Dolores  had  a 

housekeeping  room  in  Atwater  and  stayed  there  during  the 
school  week.  It  meant  that  her  father  had  to  take  her  to 
Atwater  every  Sunday  and  go  get  her  every  Friday  night. 

Although  Dolores  had  received  scholarships  from  Hamline

Her  joy 
was  short  lived  as  her  landlady  raised  her  room  rent  $5.00 
more  a month. 

By  attending  night  classes,  Saturday  classes,  and  summer 
school  at  Ohio  State  University  at  Columbus,  Ohio;  Drake 
University  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa;  and  St.  Cloud  State  College 
at  St.  Cloud,  Minnesota  Dolores  received  a Bachelor  of  Science 
Degree  in  1946.  She  did  post  graduate  work  by  summer  sessions 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

On  August  5,  1947  she  married  Urban  Sester  who  died  on 
February  15,  1973. 

After  44  years  of  teaching  Dolores  retired  in  1981. 

In  Minnesota  she  also  taught  in  St.  Clair,  Bird  Island, 
Paynesville,  Eden  Valley,  South  St.  Paul,  Detroit  Lakes, 

Pine  City  and  Minneapolis.  Out  of  state  she  taught  in 
Delaware,  Ohio  and  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

The  44  years  in  education  were  spent  in  a variety  of 
positions:  she  taught  in  all  grades  one  through  sixth; 

served  as  supervisor  of  new  teachers  for  6 years  in  Minneapolis 
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and  taught  Special  Education  in  elementary  and  in  high 
school  for  the  last  22  years  of  her  career. 

Dolores  has  always  been  interested  in  reading,  traveling, 
and  gardening,  both  vegetables  and  flowers.  At  one  time  she 
had  over  one  hundred  different  kinds  of  hybrid  iris.

While  he  was  a 
pastor  there  he  became  ill  with  cancer  in  1949  and  died  on 
December  13,  1950.  Services  were  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Church 
with  the  President  of  the  English  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
the  Northwest,  Dr.  Paul  E.  Bishop,  officiating.

Mahtomedi.  began  in  May  1948.  a year  before  his 
graduation.  His  capable  wife  helped  him  greatly  in  carrying  on  his  work  there  during 
his  senior  year  in  the  Seminary.  It  was  during  the  year  1949  that  he  was  stricken 
with  a disease  which  required  surgery  and  hospitalization.  He  recovered  sufficiently  to 
be  ordained  with  the  Class  of  1949  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  Resurrection  Church.

Among  the  last  of  his  services  at  St.  Andrew  s was  the  joyful 
ceremony  of  burning  the  three  mortgages. 

Pastor  Schaller  died  on  Wednesday.  December  13.  1950.  at  the  age  of  twenty-eight. 
The  funeral  was  conducted  December  16.  in  St.  Andrew's  Church.  Mahtomedi.  by  the 
President  of  Synod,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Harold  Rasmussen  and  Dr.  A.  C.  M.  Ahlen.
